NEW ¥ORK (ED) —There 
are many eitizens today who 
oppese hunting on the grounds 
that killing fish and game of 
any Kind is inhumane. Unfor- 
tunately, the anti-hunter who 
takes this absolute protec- 
tionist stand does not realize 
the necessary function the 
hunter does perform in the 
wildlife kingdom ... a func- 
tion vital to the perpetuity of 
many of our bird and animal 
species. 

P What determines the life 
span of ‘most wildlife is the 
earrying capacity of the land.

At Record High 


Bus riding on AC Transit is 
jumping to record highs, boost- 
ed along by an apparent public 
reaction to fuel and parking 
problems. 


The bus system counted 207,- 
327 riders on Monday, Dec. 3, 
according to Alan L. Bingham, 
general manager. 

It was a new record for the 
distriet. The previous high of 
201,966 riders was reached on 
April 3, 1970. 

Shopping bargains and good 
weather contributed to the Dec. 
3 record, the transit executive 
reported, Of the total, 143,200 
riders were carried on East Bay 
lines and 64,127 on transbay 
lines. 

Sunday riding is continuing 
the climb which began early 
this month with the general 
closing of gas stations, Bing- 
ham added. 

Busses carried 55,531 riders 
on Sunday, Dec, 2. an increase 
of 12% per cent over a compar- 
ative Sunday, Oct. 28. 

However, the number of pas- 
sengers on Dec. 2 was up 29 
per cent over the same Sunday 
a year ago a rainy day - 
and 37 per cent over the follow- 
ing Sunday, Dec. 10, 1972, a 
clear day. 

Riding on AC Transit buses 
has shown a dramatic increase 
since June, indicating more peo- 


ple are turning from cars to 
public transportation. On a 


week to week basis, riding on 
transbay lines is up over 10 per 
cent compared to a year ago.

Bicycle Detail 

In the year 1839 the first bi- 
cycle was invented by a man 
named Kirkpatrick Macmillan 
of Scotland. Of course, this first 
model was 
much different 
than the bicy- 
cles of today. 
Bicycling soon 
became very 
popular, main- 

¥ = iy among 
adults, but it was destined to 
become a very handy method of 
transportation among young- 
sters also. 


I think it is important to de- 
vote a full lesson to coasting 
and racing because most young 
people like to coast and race 
frequently on their bikes. It 
seems whenever a youngster 
gets a new bike the first thing 
he wants to know is how fast 
he can go on it and how far it 
will coast. 


Racing on bikes is great 
sport, if it is done in the proper 
place at the right time. The 
fastest speed on record ever 
achieved on a bike was 127-243 
miles per hour, and this record 
is held by Jose Meiffret, a 
Frenchman. It was set -n Jumy 
of 1962. 

The greatest distance ever 
covered in one hour, on a bicy- 
cle, was 76 miles, 604 yards. 
This record was set in France 
in 1928 by Leon Vanderstuytt, a 


Belgian. 
Bicycling has been on the 
Olympics program since 1896, 


and it holds the interest of fans 
down through the years. Need- 
less to say, it is a healthy and 
worthwhile sport. 

Whether you plan to be a pro- 
fessional bicyclist or just like 
to race for the fun of it, there 
are certain definite rules you 
must follow. The first rule is 
you NEVER race on your bike 
on a public street or highway. 
When you are racing you do not 
have the control of your bike

that you would normally have 
when riding for other reasons. 
Also, you might take dangerous 
chances in order to beat the per- 
son you are racing with. The 
professional bike racers don't 
practice on streets and high- 
ways. They practice off the 
streets because they know it is 
not safe for themselves and 
others to race on _ public 
thoroughfares. 


Coasting down long hills is 
something everyone likes to do 
too. But remember, when you 
get to the bottom of the hill, 
you don’t want to be traveling 
so fast that you cannot stop in 
case a car comes out of a side 
Street, or someone walks across 
the street in front of you. Coast- 
ing allows you to reach speeds 
on your bike that are not safe. 
If you were to have an accident 
due to coasting too fast, it 
would do no good to say after- 
ward, “I’m sorry; I was going 
so fast I couldn’t stop.’’ 


So, the rule is: If you wish to 
race with friends, find a place 
to race where you will be off 
the public streets at all times. 
No part of the race route should 
be on a street, road, or high- 
way! And, allow your bike to 
coast only for short distances 
and be sure you are in control 
of it at.all times, when you are 
riding on public streets.
